Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is proposed to cut 40 feet from the 
lots on the south side of Olive from 
Twelfth to Channing, making the street 
300 feet in width. 

This would leave the lots from Twelfth 
to Jefferson avenue 69 feet deep; from 
Jefferson to Garrison 91 feet deep; from 
Garrison to Cardinal 62 feet deep; from 
Cardinal to Compton 93 to 106 feet deep. 
A consideration of these facts condemns 
the proposition utterly. No improvements 
ef any character could be put on such 
shallow lots. Small one-story stores would 
constitute the building done there for a 

mn. The condemnation values 
worked up for the 40 feet taken and the 
buildings demolished, the largest part of 
which would be assessed as betterments 
to the property on the north side, wotld 
amiount to its confiscation. 

Olive street between Twelfth and The- 
resa has less value and brings !ess rental 
than it did 25 years ago. Owners are 
hopeless and allowed it to run down. This 
scheme would ruin any of them, depend- 
ent solely on that property.

WORLD EXPERTS ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 

Most of the members of the International Trade 
Commission got their first glimpse of the Mississippi 
when they arrived in St. Louis. The impressions of 
three of them were recorded. 

“There is nothing like it In the world,” said Pellerin 
de la Toucbe, president of four French ocean navi- 
gation companies.

| Europe’s single approach to ft is the Volga, whose 
mighty waters sweep through backward Russia, only 
to fall, not into the great ocean, but into the land- 
locked Caspian Sea. “It is the trade line of least 
resistance,” added M. Touche. Only artificial bar- 
riers can prevent commerce from following the line of 
least resistance. 

“The great axiom of commerce ts that facilities be- 
get trade,” said Marshall Stevens, president of the 
company that built the great canal to Manchester, 
England. We have only to look at the Great Lakes 
to appreciate the force of that axiom. From the ma- 
| turity of his experience with waterways, Mr. Stevens 
| gave the comforting advice: “Do not fear the antago- 

nism of the railroads.” 

The Manchester canal was fought long and bitter- 
_ ly by the railroads, but they had to accept the inevita- 
ble. That the time is near when the railroads will 
have to accept the Mississippi inevitable is plain to 
Mr. Stevens. Under different conditions they were 
able to force the establishment of the main routes of 
travel on east and west lines. The natural route 
to the north and south was subordinated and aban- 
doned to disuse. 

But the rails are congested now. The terminals 
at the costal rail heads are more congested. Can 
the business leaders of the valley fail to grasp Mr. 
Stevens’ idea that the precise situation has been cre- 
ated enabling the north and south route to come at 
last into its own? 

Most illuminating was the expression of an Italian 
expert. This was Dr. Luigi Luiggi of the University 
of Rome, engineering expert for the Suez Canal Co., 
builder of great harbors in South America, in Italy, 
on the Indian Ocean. With the river in use, he said, 
the logical place for the really great port of the val- 
ley would be at St. Louis; rather than at New Orleans.

insists that Missouri has neglected its schools, tha’ 
educationally we are lagging far in the rear, and th« 
only way to recover lost ground fs to provide for such 
salaries as will attract capable teachers. 

The Lamkin address to the elementary division 
of the State Teachers’ Association was a spicy effort 
but the present Superintendent may certainly be pre 
sumed to be as familiar with the school facts anc 
conditions of the State as any former incumbent o’ 
the office. Further, his comparison between Mis-

ad looks to me as if prohibition were to re- 
main with us as a political issue despite 
the Federal amendment,” Mr. Antwine 
said. 

“I notice that in the elections of last Tuesday 
most of the people running for public office 
made prohibition the issue. 
of New Jersey was elected upon a wet platform. 
Just what that means it would be hard to make 
out. Presumably we have gone dry. The vote 
in Ohio may affect that situation, but how it is 
to be affected by people generally running upon 
wet and dry platforms no one Is saying. 

“The tssue in some cases seems to amount to 
no more than that the people running would or 
would not take a drink if they could get it. The 
significance of this ts a little fearful to contem- 
plate. That is, if we go dry the prohibition is- 
sue fs still to remain. We have not gotten rid 
ofit by a jugful For 20 years to come we sha! 
have people running for office on wet and dry 
platforms. A man who has 109 barrels of whis- 
ky in his cellar will run against a man with 
four wells. All the time, as far as one can 
make out, the issue of prohibition will have 
been settled. 

“A good many of the legis!ators who voted us 
dry said they did so to take the issue out of poll- 
ties. Their expectation seemed to be that once 
the Federal amendment was adopted a poll- 
tician could possess his own soul. Apparently 
that fs not to be the case. The Issue goes right 
on. Mr. Gambrinus, who believes in a nightcap 
for everybody, runs against Mr. Sodapop, who 
believes tn sending everybody to bed boozeless. 
Around those two we rally according to our be- 
lief. the issue just as lively as ever. 

“One wonders. If we go dry. just what do 
we gain by electing a wet Sheriff? Can he lead 
us back to the oasis from which we have been 
driven away? I don’t see how he can. It may 


be some satisfaction to know that he would if | 


he could. The people of New Jersey appear to 
have dertved considerable satisfaction from 
electing a Governor who would if he could. In 
the next congressional election we will probably 
elect a lot of Congressmen who would if they 
could. It looks to me as if we had become so 
accustomed to making prohibition the dominant 
iggue in politics that we have gotten the habit.”
